WRECK AT RAVENNA. 


The Freight Train Had Encroached en 


the Time of the Bxpress. 


RAVEKKA, O., July 8.—The coroner', 


inquest investigating the recent Eri 
wreck was continued Tuesday. S. C. Ar 
nold of Kent testified that the freigh 
train left Kent almost Immediately afte 
the passenger train bad pulled out an< 
that when the freight was under way 
the express was not mon than 200 fee 
ahead ot it. The speed recorder on the 
freight locomotive showed that the train 
ran the first three miles at the rate o 
twenty miles an hour, the fourth twenty 
eight miles and the fifth and sixth at the 
rate of thirty miles an hour. When the 
collision recurred it was going twenty 
mile: an hour. 


The Flagman Short of Time. 


Barney Dyer, watchman at a crossini 


about three miles west of the wreck, swoi 
that when the freight passed him the ex 
press was not more than a mile away 
This testimony, it is said, shows that the 
freight hod encroached at least three mln 
utes on the time of the express, which was 
rnnning late with a heavy train. Thi 
fi eight had orders to run thirty miles an 
hour, five miles faster than schedule time 
The testimony also to a large extent exon 
crates Flagm.\n Boyuton, as it shows hi 
bad not sufficient time to flag the freight 
far enough back to stop it.

She failed to fira 
him and returned to the waitingroom te 
wait for her husband, thinking he mifh 
return. 


Crvelly Deeerted.

ing. As sh» had been Inquiring for her 
husband and given her name he happene( 
to know her. She was pointed out SJK
